(Baptisia australis)
•	Ht 3 ft x W 3 ft
•	Dry, average and moist soil
•	Interesting seed pods
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Foamflower
(Tiarella cordifolia)
•	Ht 18 in x W 18 in
•	Average to moist soil
•	Semi-evergreen groundcover

Golden Groundsel 
(Packera aurea)
•	Ht 1 ft x W 1 ft
•	Average to moist soil
•	Evergreen groundcover; spreads vigorously

Green and Gold
(Chrysogonum virginianum)

(Calycanthus floridus)
